We don't however ſtand in need of any ſuch Teſtimonies 
for it appears plain by the Context, that if the 7:þ Verſe 
be left out, the $tþh, which our Enemies don't controvert, 
can ſcarce be reconcil'd with the Context, or even with 
common Senſe. For the Words in the 8th. And there are 
Three that bear Witnefs on Earth; Have ro Connexion with 
what precedes, if the 7ib Verſe be left out; nor can our 
Advertaries well admit the 9th and 101b Verſes, if they re- 
ject the 7th, | | 

The gthb Verſe is thus; If we receive the Witneſs of Men, 
the Witneſs of God is greater; for this is the Witneſs of 
God, which he hath teſtify'd of his Son. 

Now there is no Witneſs of God mention'd in the pre- 
ceding part of the Chapter, if the 7tþ Verſe be left our. 
Beſides, tho? we had not only wanted the 7h Verſe, but 
the whole Chapter, our Doctrine wou'd have been true 
notwithſtanding. This is demonſtrable from the many o- 
ther Texts already quoted; but more particularly from the 
Hiftory of our Saviour's Baptiſm. Mart. iii. 16, 17. The 
Father ſpeaks fröm Heaven with an audible Voice; the 
Spirit deſcends from thence upon the Son, and he himſelf, 
who is, and always was in Heaven as the Divine Word, or 
Second Perſon, joyns in the Teſtimony. If our Adverſa- 
ries controvert his being then in Heaven, in this Senſe,

of that Opinion. Beſides, there is no Inftrument men- 
tion'd in the Creation: It was the Work of God's Word, 
or the Eternal Logos, as Moſes tells us. Gen. i. 3. God ſail 
let there be Light, and there was Light, and ſo of the o- 
ther Parts of the Creation, as appears throughout that, 
Chapter, and that the Word was the efficient Cauſe of the 
Creation, appears by Jobn i, 1, 2, and 3. already quoted. 
Our Adverſaries have a very falſe Notion of Creation, 
when they make it the Work of an Inſtrument. The 
Scripture informs us, that it is a Commanding of Things 
into Being out of Nothing. Thus the Pſalmiſt, Hal. 
cxlviii. where he exhorts all Creatures to praiſe God, al- 
ſigns this as the Reaſon, Ver. 5. Let them praiſe the Name 
of the Lord, for he Commanded and they were Created; and 
the Apoſtle Heb xi 3. ſays, thro' Faith we underſtand, that.

ls it poſſible that an Inſtrument can bring any thing ou 
of Nothing? Sure]y tis Blaſphemy to aſcribe the Creation, 
which is the Higheſt Act of Omnipotence, to a Creature. 
God claims the Creation of the World to himſelf alone, 
to diſtinguiſh him from other Gods. 2 Kings xix. 15. And 
Hezebiab pray'd before the Lord, and ſaid, Thou art the 
God, even thou alone of all the Kingdoms of the Earth; 
thou haſt made Heaven and Earth. Nebem, ix. 6 Thou, e- 
ven thou, art Lord alone. Thou haſt made Heaven, the 
Keaven of Heavens, with all their Hoft; the Earth, and all 
Things that are therein; the Seas, and All that is therein 
2nd thou 3 them all. /a. xliv. 24. Thus ſaith the 
Lord thy Redeemer,l am the Lord that maketh all Iuings, that 
ſtrercheth forth the Heavens alone, that ſpreadeth abroad 
the Earth by myſelf, Chap, xly. 12. I have made the Earth 
and created Man upon it: I, even my Hands have ftretched 
out the Heavens, and all their Hoſt have I Commanded, Ter. 
X. 11, 12, Thus ſhall ye ſay unto them, The Gods that have 
not made the Heavens and 1h: Earth, even they ſhall periſþ

That by the Firft-born of every Creature, is not Meant, 
that our Saviour was a Creature, but the Creator; other- 
wiſe the Apoſtle's Argument in the 16th Verſe (for by bim 
were. all Things Created) wou'd not only he to no Purpoſe, 
but a quite wrong Inference; He is call'd the Firft-born,

God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob. Ver. 34: I have ſeen, 
1 have ſcen the Affliction of my People which is in Eg, 
and I have heard their Groaning, and am come down to de- 
liver them. Ver, 36. He brought them out after that he had 
ſhew'd Wonders and Signs in the Land of Egypr, and in the 
Red Sea, and in the Wilderneſs 40 Years. Ver. 37. This is 
that Moſes which ſaid unto the Children of Iſrael, A Prophet 
fhall the Lord your God raiſe unto you, like unto me; him thall 
ye hear.

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Tt appears to be our Saviour to whom this Worſhip was 
partorm'd, by the 18th Verſe. And tbe Nations were angry, 
and thy Wrath is come, and the Time of the Dead that they 
ſhou'd be ju1g*d, and that thou ſhouldeſt give Reward to 
thy Serradts the Prophets, and fo thy Saints, and them that 
ear thy Name, ſmall and great, and ſhouldeſt deftroy them 
which deſtroy the Earth. This being ſpoke of the Laſt 
jadgment confirms it to be our Saviour who wes thus wor- 
thipp'd, becauſe, Fon v. 22, 23. tis ſaid, the Father judgeth 
no Man, but hath committed all Fudg ment unto the Son, 
that all Men ſhou'd konour the Son even as they bonour the Fa- 
ther. : 
This Worſhip to the Son was commanded by God him- 
(elf, Heb. 1.6. Ard when he bringeth the Firſt Begotten 
into the World, he ſaith, Let all the Angels of God worſhip 
him 

Surely our Adverſaries cannot find any thing like. a Sub- 
ordinat Worſhip to our Savlour, eitxer enjoyn'd or practisd- 
in theſe Texts. 1 I 

I wiſh they would conſider, that inſtead of proving us to 
be for a Plurality of Gods, they prove themielves to be ſo, 
by worſhipping what they call a Subordinat and Created 
od, which is directly the Polytheiſm of the Gentiles whe 
had a Supreme and Subordinat Sods; therefore the Apoſtle 
charges them with worſhipping them that Nature were no 
Gods; Gal. iv. 8. And ſuch they certainly make our Savi- 
our, in eſtteming. him only to be a Creature; for God by 
Nature muſt be necefſarily Self-exiftent, and not depend on 
the Will of another: Beſides they biing our Saviour, by 
their Notion of him, as being only a Creature, and a meer 
Inſtrument in the Creation, under the Character of ſuch 
a God as Jehovah threatens to deſtroy. Jer. x. 10, 16, 16. 
The Gods that have not made the Heavens, and the Earth, even- 
they ſhall pzriſh from the Earth, and from under theſe 
Heavens: They are Vanity, they are Errors, in the Time of 
their Viſitation, they ſhall pzriſh, The Portion of Jacob is 
not like them, for he is the Former of all Things, | 
The ſame Reaſons which ats given in Scripture for wor- 
ſhipping the Father are given for worſhipping the Son. 
Pjal. xcv. 6. The P/4imiſt ſays, O come, let us worſhip and. 
bow down, let us knrel befoie the Lord, [ Heb. Jehovah]. 
our Maker; for he is our God. And as we have already 
prov'd the Sun and Holy Ghoſt to be our Maker, worſhip 
i due to them upon the ſame Account. Pil. ii. 9, 10, 11. 
Mctefore Cod alſo hath highly cxalted lim, and given 
him 
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Mm a Name which is above every Name, that in the Name 
of Jeſus every Knee ſhou'd bow, of Things in Heaven, and 
Things in Earth, and Things under the Earth; and that 
every Tongue ſhou'd confeſs that Jeſus Chriſt is Lord to the 
Glory of God the Father. 

Matt. xxviii. 18. 19. Our Saviour commands his Diſciples, | 
Go teach afl Nations, baptizing them in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holv Ghoſt. Certainly 
this was an high Act of Worſhip enjoyn'd to all the Three, 
and proves their Equality in Honour, Name, and Power, 
ſo that all Chriftians are to be 'taught and baptiz'd, and by 
Conſequence to be initiated into the Church by the Dottrin 
of the Trinity, and equally devoted to the Sacred Three, 
In like manner we are ſolemnly bleſsd in their Name. 
2 Cor. xiii. 14. The Grace of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, the 
Love of God, and the Communion of the Holy Ghoſt, be 
with you al, Amen. 

From all this the Inference is plain, that ſince God has 
forbid the worſhipping of any other but himlelf, and vec 
has commanded equal worſhip to be perform'd to the Sor, 
and the Spirit, they muſt by neceſſary Conſequence be One 
God with himſelf. : 

This alſo confutes the idle Notions of the Sabellians, and 

others, who fancy, that the Son and Spirit, are only Attri- 
butes and Qualitys of God, and that the Godhead conſiſts 
only of One Perſon ; for here the Sacred Three are plainly 
diſtinguiſh'd ; Beſides their Notion carrys with it the great- 
et Abſurditys, for were they not Three diftia Perſons, to 
baptize and bleſs, in the Name of One wou'd he enuug!, 
T won'd be look'd upon as the greateft Nonſence, if when 
any thing is commanded or forbid in the Name cf the King, 
that one ſhou'd add in the Name of his Power, in the Naine 
of his Clemency, in the Name of his juſtice, and other 
Royal Qualitys; for the King's Name alone includes all 
kis Royal Power and Qualifications for rewarding thole 
that obey, and puniſhing thoſe that rebel. 
Further; Attributes or Qualitys can have no other Qna- 
litys or Attributes but themſelves: Yet our Adverfarvs No- 
tion carrys this Abſurdity, that we muſt be baptiz'd in the 
Name of Qualitys, and bleſs'd in the Name of Qualitys of

Did not Philip preach Chrift to the Eunuch, As viii. 32. 
from that Text in Iſaiab liii. 5, 7, 8, 9. He was led as 4 Sheep 
10 the Slaughter, &c. Now how could this be done but by 
Scripture-Conſequences, and comparing the Event with the 
Prophecy ? For there is not one Word of Chrift by. Name 
in that Propheſy. Did not the Apoſtle Paul, Acts xvii. 2, 3. 
reaſon from the Scriptures go prove that Chriſt muſt needs 
have ſuffer'd and riſen a Nia. and that he was the Chrift 
whom he preach'd unto them? And are not the Bereaxs 
commended for ſearching the Scriptures daily, whether thoſe 
things were ſo; upon which many of them beliey'd?

I am ſorry to hear that in a late Debate Scrip- 
ture-Conſequences ſhould have been argued againſt, This 
very ill becomes any Minifter of the Goſpel z our Saviour and 
his Apoftles commanded their Hearers to ſearch the Scripe 
tures, and try the Truth of their Doctrine by them; which 
could never be done without drawing Conſequences. Is that 
an Argument, that becauſe the Phariſees wreſted the Scrip- 
tures, and by falſeConſequences from them argu'd agatnft our 


Saviour, that no Man is able to forma good Conſequence? 


If the Caſe be ſo, we have no Occation for the Scriptures, 
Sermons, or Commentaries upon them; and Divines ought 
to lay aſide their Character and Work, and no further a- 
poſe upon People, or be a Charge to them. 

I ſhall conclude with this one Obſervation, that thous 
Men who ſpoke againft Scripture-Coulequences on the pre- 
ſent Occaſion, cut the Graſs under their own Feet; for not 
one of any of the Denominations can pretend to defend
